The Glory of 


N THE last chapter of Daniel is a 
I verse that has particular interest 

and inspiration for the Sunday 
school teacher. “They that be wise shall 
shine as the brightness of the firmament; 
and they that turn many to righteous- 
ness as the stars for ever and ever” 
(Dan. 12:3). A marginal rendering is 
specially interesting: “They that be 
teachers shall shine as the brightness 
of the firmament.” And it is teachers 
who turn many to righteousness that 
are in view here, that is, teachers of 
God’s Word, the only kind of teaching 
that turns many to righteousness. The 
preceding verse has predicted the res- 
urrection of the dead, and then verse 
three goes on to portray the future glory 
that that day will bring to faithful 
teachers of God’s Word. 

But the glory of the Bible teacher is 
not all in the future. There is a presént 
glory to the faithful ministry of teach- 
ing the Bible that we all need clearly 


and horror, yet God’s plan is not in the 
least endangered by their overwhelming 
successes in their presumption and 
cruelty. He who sets the bounds of the 
sea, and holds the stars perpetually in 
their courses, has also set a limit be- 
yond which even the greatest world 
dictator shall not go. We are privileged 
to rejoice even now in this coming tri- 
umph. “At destruction and famine thou 
shalt laugh” (Job 5:22). “The innocent 
laugh them to scorn” (Job 22:19). “The 
Lord shall laugh at him: for he seeth 
that his day is coming” (Psa. 37:13). “The 
righteous also shall see, and fear, and 
shall laugh at him: Lo, this is the man 
that made not God his strength” (Psa. 
52:6, 7). To us, too, is given the vision 
of Mount Zion where the King of all 
the earth shall be established. By faith 
we see the heavens opened, and “behold 
a white horse; and he that sat upon him 
was called Faithful and True, and in 
righteousness he doth judge and make 
war” (Rev. 19:11). “Blessed [happy] 
are all they that put their trust in him” 
(Psa, 2:12).

to see. For a great many that glory 
is in eclipse just now. There has been 
a serious decline in Sunday school work 
in many places. One reason is the lack of 
vision on the part of half-hearted teachers 
and of those Christians who could but 
do not teach the Bible to the young. 
Christians need a new vision of the 
importance, the value, and the fruitful- 
ness of this ministry. We need to see 
again its imperative necessity, and also 
to glimpse afresh the peculiar glory of 
Bible teaching well and faithfully done; 
for this particular branch of Christian 
ministry has a glory all its own. 

There is its Biblical glory, the glory 
attaching to it in the Bible itself. For 
the Bible makes much of the work of 
teaching God’s Word to men, and par- 
ticularly to youth. 

Very insistent was God that the chosen 
people of Israel take the greatest: pains 
to instruct each rising generation in 
his Word. Through Moses this was 
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strongly emphasized. But prior to the 
captivity in Babylon this duty seems 
to have been much neglected. That is 
one reason why God had to send his 


prophets to Israel. The prophet’s min- 
istry was largely a teaching ministry, 
a telling forth of God’s Word. And the 
glory of the Old Testament is not the 
glory of its priests, but the glory of 
its prophets. From Moses to Malachi, 
the great leaders, the men who influ- 
enced Israel for God were the prophets, 
the men who taught the divine will to 
the people. 

And when we come to the New Testa- 
ment, there too the teaching ministry 
is highly exalted. After the captivity 
the Jews set themselves to teaching the 
Word of God. To the scribes and the 
rabbis pertained the glory of this minis- 
try, and such were held in high esteem. 
The honorable name of Rabbi is applied 
to our Lord in the Gospels more often 
than any other title, and rightly so, for 
his was a teaching ministry during the 
three years of his public life. 

Moreover, our Lord instructed the 
Twelve with a view to their becoming 
teachers, and the Great Commission was 
a teaching commission, “Go . . . teach 
all nations” (Matt. 28:19). Our Lord’s 
life and work, then, greatly exalted 
the teaching ministry. 

The same is true of Paul. He stayed 
lengthy periods in leading centers that 
he might carefully teach his groups of 
converts. His letters are the letters of 
a teacher, written to establish believers 
in the faith. He trained men like Timo- 
thy and Titus as Christian teachers, and 
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urged them in their turn to train others. 
“The things that thou hast heard of me 
. . . the same commit thou to faithful 
men who shall be able to teach others 
also” (2 Tim. 2:2). 

Thus the New Testament exalts the 
teacher of the Word of God as the key 
man in upbuilding the Christian Church. 
Christianity cannot live without teachers. 
And when you teach your Sunday 
school class you are in the true apostolic 
succession. Your place in the teaching 
ministry may be humble, but it can be 
of great usefulness, and it is a ministry 
to which the Bible attaches the greatest 
honor. 

Then there is the patriotic glory of 
this ministry, the glory attaching to the 
place and power of Bible teaching in 
the life of the English-speaking people 
of the world. The best things in the life 
of both American and British peoples 
grow out of the influence of the Bible 
upon them. The Christian strain in the 
life of the United States, Canada, and 
Britain gives to them their real great- 
ness. And that greatness will be main- 
tained and perpetuated only as the Word 
of God is taught to each new genera- 
tion in these English-speaking nations. 
In this hour when Britain stands guard 
on the battle front, and a friendly 
America is lending all aid short of actual 
war, we need to remember that all 
English-speaking people have a great 
duty to perform on the spiritual front, 
a duty that is ever with us. It is the 
maintenance and the perpetuation of 
the Christian tradition in our American

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Should Christians Go into Debt? 


May I suggest that some time you dis- 
cuss in the Trues the question of debt? 

Within the past several years we have 
endeavored to advise with a young pastor 
as to his financial obligations. He seems 
to have no comprehension of the value 
of a dollar, becoming so heavily involved 
that his difficulties have become a public 
secret. All this after those who were 
most concerned had warned him again 
and again. 

When my husband and I were saved 
many years ago, our beloved pastor (who 
knew of the financial distress through 
which we should pass) warned us never 
to go into debt. He said that if we did 
we would certainly bring reproach upon 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ. How 
we have praised God through the years 
for his advice! We did suffer, but what 
valuable lessons we learned! Through 
the years we learned not to assume an 
obligation unless we saw our way out. 
We bought our cozy home and paid for 
it as rent. “My God shall supply all 
your needs” does not mean all your 
wants.——An Ohio reader. 


“Owe no man any thing, but to love 
one another” (Rom. 13:8). That is the 





apostle’s divinely inspired counsel and 
command to all Christians. That is, 
we are not to incur financial obligations 
that we cannot meet. 

There is no reason to suppose that 
Paul’s word forbids the ordinary and 
legitimate carrying of accounts for 
necessities or other purchases from shops 
and tradesmen, provided those accounts 
can be, and are, paid promptly when 
they become due. It would be imprac- 
ticable for most people to live on any 
other basis. If we have a newspaper 
left at the door every morning, “Owe 
no man any thing” does not mean that 
the Christian should pay the newspaper 
boy every morning for the paper; but 
if the collector comes for the paper bill 
once a month, or at any other stated 
time, his account should be promptly 
paid. It is impossible, if we have a 


telephone in the house, to pay for every 
call-as the call is made. We must “owe” 
for the telephone rental, and the tele- 
phone bill should be paid when it be- 
comes due. So of the daily milk supply, 
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and many other similar transactions of 
credit that are legitimate and a neces- 
sity in life. 

The admonition of the Scripture is 
against borrowing when, as we borrow, 
we know of no certain way of repaying 
the debt; it is against the running up 
of bills and accounts that we have no 
assured way of meeting. A habitual 
incurring of accounts in a spendthrift 
or improvident way, as in the case of 
the young pastor who is mentioned in 
the Ohio reader’s letter, is certainly to 
“owe” in a wrong way, and is forbidden 
in the Scriptures. To make a legitimate 
loan for proper purposes or needs, pro- 
vided one owns property sufficient to 


. protect that loan, —that is, sufficient to 


repay the loan,—as in the case of a 
mortgage on a home or other property, 
or buying a home on a certain amount 
of credit and paying for it as rent, as 
the Ohio reader did, is entirely differ- 
ent in principle from the unsecured 
and improvident owing that so many fall 
into, and for which they often pay a 
heavy price in anxiety, high interest 
payments, loss of credit and of reputa- 
tion in thé community, and in spiritual, - 
mental, and even physical suffering. 

A minister who, like the young pastor 
mentioned in this letter, had incurred 
debts that he could not pay off and was 
suffering from the continual pressure 
of his creditors to pay their accounts, 
was helped by a Christian business 
friend to see and to follow the way out. 
The minister and his wife made a care- 
ful budget, setting down their assured 
income, and deciding upon their neces- 
sary expenses of a total somewhat less 
than their income. They stopped all un- 
necessary charge accounts, paying cash 
as they made their purchases. Every 
month they found, by this plan, that 
they had a margin of unused income 
which they could and did pay to their 
creditors, keeping this up month by 
month until the last debt was paid. 
They had learned the vital and practical 
lesson of living within their income, so 
that when they owed no man anything 
they were still enabled to lay by some- 
thing as a reserve for their later years. 
And a mental, financial, and spiritual 
blessing came into their lives that they 
had never known before.

at the home of one of our Sunday 

school scholars. He claimed that 
his doctrines were based on God’s Word, 
but in the course of the conversation 
he stated that Heaven is not a place 
but a state of mind. Immediately the 
eleven-year-old girl said: “Oh, that 
can’t be true.

Therefore for graduation from the In- 
termediate Department in the Evergreen 
Community Sunday School (Ferndale, 
Wash.) we require, in addition to the 
passages they memorize, a total of 220 
verses arranged in the form of a cate- 
chism. This Scripture Catechism has 
been printed on separate cards, that is, 
a separate card for each subject. Each 
card contains ten verses arranged as 
answers to questions. The verses were 
arranged in catechism form to show the 
children that God’s Word does answer 
our questions and also to call attention 
to the meaning of the verses they learn. 
This arrangement has made review very 
convenient also. In some cases the 
whole verse has not been used, but only 
the portion needed to teach the special 
truth being brought out. This is solely 
to simplify the course. Great care has 
been taken not to change the meaning 
of any verse by taking it out of its 
context. But it is important that all 
teachers and leaders using the course 
call this to the attention of the chil- 
dren. Otherwise a child might look up 
one of the verses and think it was not 
there because the beginning has been

omitted. Whenever possible the children 
should find the verses in their Bibles and 
compare them. They should also be 
given other Scriptures to look up on 
the same subject, so they will see that 
the meaning of the verses as brought out 
by the Scripture Catechism is in har- 
mony with the rest of Scripture and 
not distorted. As our children mature 
we want them to consider the context 
in Bible study. 


Choosing the Proper Verses 


The chief difficulty in making our 
Memory Course is not in choosing suit- 
able verses, but eliminating verses that 
we do not like to leave out. If we could 
only teach every verse we want to, what 
a splendid course it would be! But we 
found that we must cut down the re- 
quirements to what the average child 
could learn in the Sunday school itself. 
We tried assigning memory work at 
home, but it resulted in some of the 
children learning and some not. We 
saw that if we were going to require 
home work for graduation we would 
have too small a percentage of gradu- 
ates, especially from among the boys. 
We decided to have the requirements 
for graduation from one department to 
another low enough so that all chil- 
dren attending Sunday school regularly 
and learning what is taught there may 
receive their diplomas. Children who 
are absent are required to learn what 
they have missed, but in this we have 
fine co-operation from the parents. They 
try to see that their children are always 
at Sunday school, but when absence is 
unavoidable they are very willing to 
help them at home. 

It seems impossible to teach and re- 
view properly more than forty or fifty 
verses a year in the Sunday school with- 
out taking too much time from the class 
period and thus weakening the lesson 
study, so we have cut down our require- 


ments to that. However, our course 
is by no means intended to be all the 
verses learned in a lifetime. Instead of 
that, we are trying to get every mem- 
ber of our school to form the lifelong 
habit of memorizing at least one verse 
of Scripture a week in addition to read- 
ing their daily portion. And when the 
students of our Senior Department get 
their diplomas it will be with no thought 
of graduating from the Sunday school, 
but of graduating, into a more specialized 
course, such as teacher training, personal 
work, and the like. And in these classes 
the Bible study and memory work are 
to go on, so that the verses and pas- 
sages which we are unable to include 
in our course from the Beginners 
through the Senior Department may be 
learned then. 


The Graded Memory Course 


Our Sunday School Memory Course 
is not quite completed. No one has, 
as yet, graduated from the Senior De- 
partment. Our young people grew up 
before we got our course of study really 
organized. The highest diploma we have 
given so far is from the Intermediate 
to the Senior Department. Now these 
Senior students are helping us work out 
the course of study for their depart- 
ment. However, since so many SUNDAY 
ScHooL Times readers have asked for 
our Memory Work Requirements by 
grades, we are giving them now through 
the ninth grade.

At first sight it would appear that the 
course, especially for the Juniors, is very 
heavy, but as a matter of fact half the 
verses on the cards were learned in 
the Primary Department. The Scrip- 
ture Catechism course is cumulative, 
that is, all the verses taught the Be- 
ginners are included on the Primary 
cards, and all the verses taught the 
Primary are included on the Junior 
cards, so that half the work is review. 
The Intermediate Department is sup- 
posed to review the fourteen cards 
learned in the Junior Department while 
adding eight more. However, the Sun- 
day schools using this course where it 
was not begun in the Beginners Depart- 
ment are only learning about three 
cards a year and are planning to gradu- 
ate their scholars a department behind, 
that is, give the Junior scholars their 
diplomas for eight cards, the Interme- 
diate theirs gor what should have been 
learned in the Junior, and so forth. This 
seems to us the best solution for the 
children advanced in age who have not 
. learned any of the verses previously. 
It seems more effective to learn a smaller 
amount well than to learn a lot poorly. 
The memory work as well as the other 
teaching has to be adapted to the abil- 
ity and needs of the group. 

It was really the number of requests 
that came for copies of the Scripture 





All the cards mentioned in this article sell 
at one cent each and may be ordered direct 
from V. D. Gunderson, Ferndale, Wash. 
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Catechism as a result of the verses for 
the Juniors being given in THe SUNDAY 
Scnoot Times for October, 1939, that 
made it necessary to get it printed. At 
first we thought of getting it printed 
in pamphlet form for each department, 
but we find that children memorize 
much better when they have the verses 
on a card to look at. They are much 
more enthusiastic to learn a card of ten 
verses at a time than they would be to 
tackle a pamphlet of verses. The cards 
are six and one-half inches by four 
and one-quarter. They are of assorted 
colors and the children love them. 

The cards for the Beginners and Pri- 
mary Departments are numbered in the 
order in which we teach them, but those 
for the Junior and Intermediate have 
neither numbers nor department names 
on them, only the subject of the card, 
as “Bible Study.” The reason for this 
is that they are being used in Daily 
Vacation Bible School and other groups, 
where it is sometimes better to start 
with “Sin” or “Salvation” instead of 
the one that logically comes first. For 
this reason we have printed a key card 
for each of these departments giving 
the names of all the cards taught in 
the department in the order which seems 
most logical. The key cards also list 
the passages we require in each depart- 
ment. 

In the Beginners and Primary depart- 
ments the teachers give each child a 
card, and then either paste a star or 
punch a hole beside each verse as he 
learns it. When he knows the whole 
card he may take it home to keep. The 
children are very proud of these cards 
and hang them up on the walls at home, 
often getting their parents and friends 
to ask them the questions. This is an- 
other way to get the Word of God into 
the homes. 

In the Junior and Intermediate de- 
partments the children usually pay for 
their own cards, while the Sunday school 
pays for the little certificate they may 
earn for each card they can say. The 
little certificate is slightly smaller than 
the memory cards and is printed on a 
heavy grade of white bond paper. The 
certificate says: “This is to certify that

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The Bible—God's Inspired Word 
Teaching by Objects

Object: A bottle of ink and several 
pieces of paper. 

Theme: When we look at the Bible 
we see only ink and paper, but 
actually this Book is more than we 
can see or feel; it is the inspired 
Word of God, given by God to men 
so that they may know about him 
and his plans for men. 


HIS object lesson will be most effec- 
tive if the teacher will prepare thor- 


_oughly by studying Scripture passages 


that deal with the subject of the inspira- 
tion of the Scriptures by the Holy Spirit. 
Obviously all passages and verses that 
deal with this subject cannot be used 
because they are too numerous to be 
included in one object lesson. But such 
a study will add zeal to the teacher’s 
talk, and do much to help hold the 
keen interest of every pupil. It is bet- 
ter to be over-prepared than to be un- 
der-prepared. 

Probably the most effective way to 
start this lesson will be to ask the 
pupils what ink and paper are used for. 
The first answer will doubtless be, “To 
write letters with.” This can quickly 
be expanded to show that ink and paper 
are used to write down our thoughts, 
our ideas, and our plans. The children 
of course all know this. The reminder 
will pave the way to say that God makes 
exactly the same use of ink and paper, 
and to show how he has had men write 
down with ink on paper just what he 
wanted to reveal about himself, how he 
looks at men, and what his plans are 
for them. These messages were given 
by the Holy Spirit to men who wrote 
them in the Bible under his guidance. 
That is why the Bible is more than just 
ink and paper. It is God’s inspired 
Word. 

Next tell the children that they can 
themselves see how the Bible itself 
tells how it was written, why it was 
written, and how it was inspired. Ask 
all pupils to turn to 1 Corinthians 2: 
6-14, and follow the reading while one 
of their number, who is a good reader, 
reads the whole passage. Call particu- 
lar attention to the fact that God has 
explained things not previously under- 
stood by man through the teaching of 
the Holy Spirit. It might be well to 
call attention to the fact that Christ 
promised that this very thing would be 
done. Ask all the children to turn to 
John 16:12-15. Then show that the Holy 
Spirit working through Paul, and other 
New Testament writers, actually ful- 
filled Christ’s promise. 

This lesson should also show that not 
only the New Testament is inspired by 
God, but that the Old Testament was 
also written under the direction of the 
Holy Spirit. The following passages of 
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Scripture can be used as a basis for this 
teaching: 2 Peter 1:21; Luke 1:67-75; 
Exodus 4:15; 17:14. 

The lesson can now be unified by 
showing that the Old and New Testa- 
ments are together a single unit. Re- 
fer to Christ’s statements that it is 
essential to believe the writings of Moses 
in the Old Testament if we are to be- 
lieve Christ’s words, or words about 
him, in the New Testament. In this 
connection, use as the Scripture basis 
John 5:39-47, and Luke 24:27, 44, 45. 

A simple reminder of all passages read 
or recited can be used in conclusion to 
show that the whole Bible is inspired 
by God under the direct teaching of the 
Holy Spirit, and that its main aim is to 
tell about Christ. This reminder will 
leave an opening to call attention to the 
condensed story about Christ as given 
in John 3:16. Close by asking each 
boy and girl to believe on Christ as 
their own personal Saviour, and through 
him have eternal life.

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Making Bible Silhouettes

T OCCURRED, recently, to a teacher 

of one of the classes in our Junior 
church school that her pupils were 
having difficulty in visualizing the peo- 
ple, places, and times about which 
they were studying. Things were not 
real to them. Talking one day with two 
of her pupils, fifth grade boys, she men- 
tioned an idea that she had for making 
Bible silhouettes. The boys became very 
much interested, and were eager to 
begin making them. Soon the rest of 
the class was interested, and the silhou- 
ettes became an instructive and absorb- 
ing project for the class during the en- 
tire quarter. 

First of all, the class talked over and 
selected a list of subjects, which they 
needed to know more about in the life 
of Bible times. The subjects which the 
class finally chose were: buildings, 
modes of travel and _ transportation, 
schools, churches, farming, fishing, sell- 
ing, and water systems. The selection 
and discussion of topics was important, 
for it brought out needs for understand- 
ing and stimulated interest in the 
project. Eight subjects were chosen be- 
cause there were sixteen pupils in the 
class, and two pupils were assigned to 
work on each subject. 

Next, the pupils looked up authentic 
material on their respective subjects in 
the encyclopedia, in collateral reading, 
and in the Bible itself. They also tried 
to find as many pictures as they could. 

Finally, each couple, working together, 
made four silhouettes of their subject. 
Each silhouette was cut out of black 
construction paper, and was about eight 
inches in height or width. It was at 
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this point that help was especially 
needed, for many of the pupils in the 
class were not very skillful artists. How- 
ever, two senior high art students were 
invited into the class for several ses- 
sions, and helped in the drawing of 
the outlines selected. These were later 
traced onto the black paper, and cut 
out by the pupils themselves. 

At last all the silhouettes were cut 
out. Two boys were chosen to hang up 
a sheet between the sliding door which 
closed the kindergarten room from the 
Intermediate Department. The boys 
pinned black construction paper on the 
back of the sheet to render it opaque, 
leaving, in the center, an open square 
almost 20 inches by 20 inches. Behind 
the sheet, in line with the open square, 
they placed a strong electric light. Two 
boys, sitting on the floor, and concealed 
by the lower part of the sheet, could 
hold their silhouettes at the lower edge 
of the white square, and the pictures 
would appear very large to the rest of 
the class out in the Sunday school room. 

When thé silhouettes, thirty-two of 
them, were completed, the class collabo- 
rated on the writing of a script explain- 
ing the pictures. This necessitated more 
reading and research. It was decided 
to make the explanation of each cut- 
out as short as possible, so that the en- 
tire story might not grow too long. 
There happened to be two girls and one 
boy in the class who were unusually 
good readers, and it was unanimously 
agreed that each should read one-third 
of the script, while the two boys who 
had arranged the “shadow” screen were 
to hold the silhouettes as they were ex- 
plained. After each explanation, the 
light was extinguished so that the sil- 
houettes could be changed. A table was 
placed right beside the screen, and the 
teacher and another pupil handed the 
silhouettes in order to the boys. The 
silhouettes could be made to: appear 
larger by moving them back from the 
screen. 

Among the pictures which proved most 
interesting were: a threshing sled, and 
also an old-fashioned plow, made in 
connection with farming. A city res- 
ervoir and an old well helped to explain 
ancient water systems. A silhouette of 
the Tabernacle was especially well done. 
A number of horses appeared quite life- 
like, some were drawing chariots, and 
one appeared at full gallop, bearing a 
Bedouin chieftain with poised spear. 

After visualizing the silhouettes for 
their own class, the pupils showed them 
to our entire church school, and later 
to some of the women’s circles. How- 
ever, it was not only the pictures them- 
selves, but the reading, the research, 
and the thought and discussions of cus- 
toms and conditions in the time of our 
Lord, which proved so valuable as a 
teaching aid. At first the project began 
with the teacher’s allotting ten minutes 
at the end of each church school period 
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for the work, but soon the group was 
coming one-half hour early each week. 
Later, this time was changed to an eve- 
ning after school, once each week.

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A Superintendent's Principles

R. C. E. HOFFMAN is completing 

fifty-three years of service as a 
Sunday school superintendent in Iowa. 
The last words of the mother of this 
farmer lad of nineteen, on his setting 
out for the city of Des Moines to learn 
a trade, were: “Be sure to join a church 
right away and go to Sunday school 
every Sunday.” 

The young man followed her good 
counsel and, immediately upon his ar- 
rival in the city, took an active part in 
both the church and Sunday school work 
of the United Brethren denomination. 
When he was twenty-three years old 
he was elected superintendent of the 
Sunday school and served thirty-one 
years. Then he transferred his mem- 
bership to a new mission church of the 
same denomination in the same city, 
and he is now in his twenty-second 
year as its Sunday school superintendent. 

Some time ago I wrote Mr. Hoffman 
and asked him to tell me, in the light 
of his long experience, ;what he thought 
were the three most important prin- 
ciples of Sunday school work. I think 
his reply is of the greatest importance 
to all Sunday school workers, and es- 
pecially to the younger ones. 

He emphasized that the first princi- 
ple is the relating of all the work of a 
school to evangelism as its chief and 
constant objective. 

His second principle is that only truly 
Spirit-filled teachers are the ideal 
teachers for a school’s every depart- 
ment. 

His third principle is that the livest 
interest of a school should be its mis- 
sionary interest. 

He likes to tell of the value of this 
third principle to the church and the 
Sunday school he still serves. When 
he began his work there twenty-two 
years ago, the new mission church was 
struggiing with a debt which it seemed 
unable to pay off. The pastor and he 
jointly recommended that the first Sun- 
day of each month should be known as 
Missionary Sunday, and that the entire 
offering of the Sunday school should be 
given to missions. The idea seemed just 
the opposite of a good business plan for 
the school under the circumstances, but 
it was adopted. 

Mr. Hoffman knew well and believed 
in the promises of God, and from that 
first Missionary Sunday of the school 
up to the present time it has never owed 
a bill.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D. 
Pastor of the Moody Memorial Church, Chicago 


Approach to the Lesson 


S WE read the entire portion in- 
A dicated for the present lesson, not 

merely the verses that are printed, 
we see emphasized throughout, the 
authority of our Lord Jesus Christ. As 
Son of man, set over all this universe 
by God the Father, he exercises his 
sovereignty, in grace forgiving the sins 
of Zacchzus, the publican, and entering 
into his house, not simply as a guest, 
but taking his place as host. The par- 
able of the pounds stresses his lordship 
and shows us that though now rejected 
by the world, he has gone to the Father, 
from whom he will in due time receive 
the Kingdom, and will then return to 
this earth to reign. Meantime, his serv- 
ants are to be occupied with his inter- 
ests in this scene, seeking to bring others 
to subject themselves to him and own 
his authority. He claims the colt in 
the story that follows, as One whose title 
its owners readily acknowledge, and 
rides into Jerusalem in triumph, as pre- 
dicted in Zechariah 9:9, the multitude 


acclaiming him in the words of Psalm 
118:26, as the promised Son of David, 
whose Kingdom is to stand forever. 
These three sections lead naturally to 
the portion to which we are asked to 
give special consideration. As he looks 
over the city he foresees all the sorrows 
that Jerusalem will be called upon to 
pass through because her people know 
not the time of their visitation. For 
centuries the Jews had looked forward 
to the coming of Messiah; yet when he 
appeared among them in lowly grace, 
they did not recognize him and so ful- 
filled their own Scriptures in reject- 
ing him and delivering him up to the 
Gentiles to be crucified. The scene in 
the Temple is a repetition of that which 
took place in the first year of his min- 
istry as recorded in John 2. As Lord 
of the Temple he acted in accordance 
with the place the Father had given him. 
When the unbelieving leaders of the 
people questioned that authority he re- 
fused to explain by what right he so 
acted, pressing home upon their own 
consciences by a leading question, their 
attitude toward the forerunner, John the 
Baptist, whose ministry they dared not 
attempt to appraise lest they openly con- 
demn themselves. 


The Historical Setting 


Jesus now enters upon the last week 
of his testimony to the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel. The “hour,” which 
was ever before him, has now almost 
arrived when he is to die as a ransom 
for a lost world. It was but a few days 
before the Passover of A. D. 30. 


Verse by Verse 


Luke 19:41.—“He beheld the city, and 
wept over it.” He saw, as no one else 
could, all the sin and iniquity of which 
the people of Jerusalem were guilty. 
This is one of the three times when he 
is said to have wept. 


Verse 42.—“If thou hadst known.” 
There is a solemn pathos in his lament. 
They might have known, but there was 
no desire to understand, and so they 
had to suffer for their willful ignorance. 


Verse 43.—“Thine enemies shall cast 
a trench about thee.” He foresaw the 
Roman armies under Titus surrounding 
the city and cutting off all sources of 
provision for its trapped. populace. 
Graphically he portrayed what became 
actual history forty years afterward. 


Verse 44—“They shall not leave in 
thee one stone upon another.” It must 
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have seemed, even to his disciples, as 
though his words never could be liter- 
ally fulfilled, yet in due time they were 
carried out to the letter, for Jerusalem 
became but a ruined heap. 


Verse 45.—‘He went into the temple.” 
In that Temple everything spoke of 
him. He acted as Son over his own 
house (Heb. 3:6), in casting out those 
who sought to commercialize that which 
had been dedicated as a house of prayer 
for all nations. 


Verse 46.—“Ye have made it a den of 
thieves.” It was presumably for the ac- 
commodation of visitors from distant 
lands that the money-changers and ven- 
dors of doves, and so on, were first given 
places in the Temple courts, but through 
covetousness they made merchandise of 
these things and so dishonored God. 


Verse 47.—“He taught daily in the 
temple.” That is, in the outer courts, 
not the inner sanctuary itself. In so 
doing he followed the customs of the 
rabbis who were daily to be found there, 
discoursing to their disciples. 

Verse 48.—“All the people were very 
attentive to hear him.” The common 
people, we are told elsewhere, heard him 
gladly (Mark 12:37). It was the leaders 
who, jealous of their own authority, 
_ spurned his message and sought to stir 
up the masses against him. 


Chap. 20:1.—“As he taught the people 
in the temple, and preached the gospel.” 
He continued daily during this last week, 
until the night of his arrest, to pro- 
claim the Gospel of the Kingdom. It 
was while teaching in this way that 
the leaders rudely interrupted him. 

Verse 2.—“Who is he that gave thee 
this authority?” The question seemed 
to be a legitimate one. It was pretended 
zeal for the honor of God’s house, but 
they were perturbed because their own 
self-assumed authority seemed likely to 
be ignored by the people. 


Verse 3—“I will also ask you one 
thing.” Instead of a straightforward 
reply, it must have seemed to some as 
though Jesus evaded the question. But 
he never attempts to meet the objections 
of cavilers. Where there is an honest 
heart he will always give needed light. 
But he refuses to debate with men who 
only desire to justify their own posi- 
tions. ; 

Verse 4—“The baptism of John, was 
it from heaven, or of men?” This was 
a home thrust. It was not an avoidance 
of the question at issue. If John’s bap- 
tism was of God then the authority of 
Jesus was unquestioned, for John pre- 
sented him to the people as the prom- 
ised Messiah of Israel. 

Verse 5.—“‘He will say, Why then be- 
lieved ye him not?” These objectors 
saw the point at once. They dared not 
confess John as a divinely commissioned 
prophet, for to do so would be to con- 
demn themselves and own that they 
were utterly in the wrong.

Verse 6—“‘They be persuaded that 
John was a prophet.” To deny John’s 
heavenl¥ commission would enrage the 
people, who felt certain that in him the 
prophetic ministry — silent for four cen- 
turies—had been revived.

The Heart of the Lesson

to confide in him in the fullest sense. 
And with this goes, of necessity, the rec- 
ognition of his authority. We confess 
Jesus as Lord, believing in our hearts 
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that God has manifested his satisfaction 
in his finished work by raising him from 
the dead (Rom. 10:9). Henceforth we 
are called to be subject to him in all 
our ways. Anything less than this is 
to disown his rightful claims. As he 
was Lord of the Temple of old, so now 
he is Lord of the temples of our bodies, 
which are to be devoted to his service. 
Our heart’s undivided allegiance belongs 
to him by right, who has bought us with 
his blood (1 Cor. 6:20; 7:23). 


Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


The Baptism of John. John was sent 
in the spirit and power of Elias (Luke 
1:17) to call the nation back to God and 
to prepare the way of the promised 
King (Isa. 40:3). In his baptism he 
separated those who professed penitence 
and self-judgment (Luke 7:29) from the 
rest of the nation who went on in their 
sin and self-righteousness, refusing the 
call to repentance (Matt. 3:8). Thus 
when Jesus himself appeared, they were 
not prepared to receive him, for they 
had rejected the testimony of his fore- 
runner (Mark 9:13).

judgment now as the evils tolerated in 
Jerusalem cried to God for destruction 
so long ago. 


Applications and Summaries 


Have we recognized the Lordship of 
Christ and yielded ourselves fully to 
his control? 


We should ever remember that Jesus 
died, not only to save us from our sins 
and free us from judgment, but he died 
for us that henceforth we should not 
live for self, but for him who has re- 
deemed us (2 Cor. 5:15). 


It is a sad thing when conscience be- 
comes so hardened that one can go on 
defiantly, refusing to hear the voice of 
God, yet daring to justify himself in 
rejecting it. 

The Jewish leaders were men who 
loved to be recognized by their fellows 
as followers of the God of Israel and to 
be esteemed as those who honored his 
Word; yet they deliberately stifled the 
voice of conscience and refused to heed 
the voice that called them to repent. 


Psalm 118 sets forth the coming and 
rejection of Messiah very clearly. As 
the people, guided by the Holy Spirit, 
greeted Jesus in the inspired language 
of this Psalm, it was a challenge to all 
to note how literally it was being ful- 
filled.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


S WE read the entire portion in- 
A dicated for the present lesson, not 

merely the verses that are printed, 
we see emphasized throughout, the 
authority of our Lord Jesus Christ. As 
Son of man, set over all this universe 
by God the Father, he exercises his 
sovereignty, in grace forgiving the sins 
of Zacchzeus, the publican, and entering 
into his house, not simply as a guest, 
but taking his place as host. The par- 
able of the pounds stresses his lordship 
and shows us that though now rejected 
by the world, he has gone to the Father, 
from whom he will in due time receive 
the Kingdom, and will then return to 
this earth to reign. Meantime, his serv- 
ants are to be occupied with his inter- 
ests in this scene, seeking to bring others 
to subject themselves to him and own 
his authority. He claims the colt in 
the story that follows, as One whose title 
its owners readily acknowledge, and 
rides into Jerusalem in triumph, as pre- 
dicted in Zechariah 9:9, the multitude

national Council of Religious Education and used by permission. 
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acclaiming him in the words of Psalm 
118:26, as the promised Son of David, 
whose Kingdom is to stand forever. 
These three sections lead naturally to 
the portion to which we are asked to 
give special consideration. As he looks 
over the city he foresees all the sorrows 
that Jerusalem will be called upon to 
pass through because her people know 
not the time of their visitation. For 
centuries the Jews had looked forward 
to the coming of Messiah; yet when he 
appeared among them in lowly grace, 
they did not recognize him and so ful- 
filled their own Scriptures in reject- 
ing him and delivering him up to the 
Gentiles to be crucified. The scene in 
the Temple is a repetition of that which 
took place in the first year of his min- 
istry as recorded in John 2. As Lord 
of the Temple he acted in accordance 
with the place the Father had given him. 
When the unbelieving leaders of the 
people questioned that authority he re- 
fused to explain by what right he so 
acted, pressing home upon their own 
consciences by a leading question, their 
attitude toward the forerunner, John the 
Baptist, whose ministry they dared not 
attempt to appraise lest they openly con- 
demn themselves. 


The Historical Setting 


Jesus now enters upon the last week 
of his testimony to the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel. The “hour,” which 
was ever before him, has now almost 
arrived vvuen he is to die as a ransom 
for a lost world. It was but a few days 
before the Passover of A. D. 30. 


Verse by Verse 


Luke 19:41.—“He beheld the city, and 
wept over it.” He saw, as no one else 
could, all the sin and iniquity of which 
the people of Jerusalem were guilty. 
This is one of the three times when he 
is said to have wept. 


Verse 42—“If thou hadst known.” 
There is a solemn pathos in his lament. 
They might have known, but there was 
no desire to understand, and so they 
had to suffer for their willful ignorance. 


Verse 42.—“‘Thine enemies shall cast 
a trench about thee.” He foresaw the 
Roman armies under Titus surrounding 
the city and cutting off all sources of 
provision for its trapped. populace. 
Graphically he portrayed what became 
actual history forty years afterward. 


Verse 44—‘“They shall not leave in 
thee one stone upon another.” It must 
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have seemed, even to his disciples, as 
though his words never could be liter- 
ally fulfilled, yet in due time they were 
carried out to the letter, for Jerusalem 
became but a ruined heap. 


Verse 45.—“He went into the temple.” 
In that Temple everything spoke of 
him. He acted as Son over his own 
house (Heb. 3:6), in casting out those 
who sought to commercialize that which 
had been dedicated as a house of prayer 
for all nations. 


Verse 46.—‘Ye have made it a den of 
thieves.” It was presumably for the ac- 
commodation of visitors from distant 
lands that the money-changers and ven- 
dors of doves, and so on, were first given 
places in the Temple courts, but through 
covetousness they made merchandise of 
these things and so dishonored God. 

Verse 47—“He taught daily in the 
temple.” That is, in the outer courts, 
not the inner sanctuary itself. In so 
doing he followed the customs of the 
rabbis who were daily to be found there, 
discoursing to their disciples. 

Verse 48.—“All the people were very 
attentive to hear him.” The common 
people, we are told elsewhere, heard him 
gladly (Mark 12:37). It was the leaders 
who, jealous of their own authority, 
_ spurned his message and sought to stir 
up the masses against him. 


Chap. 20:1.—“As he taught the people 
in the temple, and preached the gospel.” 
He continued daily during this last week, 
until the night of his arrest, to pro- 
claim the Gospel of the Kingdom. It 
was while teaching in this way that 
the leaders rudely interrupted him. 

Verse 2.—“Who is he that gave thee 
this authority?” The question seemed 
to be a legitimate one. It was pretended 
zeal for the honor of God’s house, but 
they were perturbed because their own 
self-assumed authority seemed likely to 
be ignored by the people. 


Verse 3.—“I will also ask you one 
thing.” Instead of a _ straightforward 
reply, it must have seemed to some as 
though Jesus evaded the question. But 
he never attempts to meet the objections 
of cavilers. Where there is an honest 
heart he will always give needed light. 
But he refuses to debate with men who 
only desire to justify their own posi- 
tions. . 

Verse 4—“The baptism of John, was 
it from heaven, or of men?” This was 
a home thrust. It was not an avoidance 
of the question at issue. If John’s bap- 
tism was of God then the authority of 
Jesus was unquestioned, for John pre- 
sented him to the people as the prom- 
ised Messiah of Israel. 

Verse 5.—“He will say, Why then be- 
lieved ye him not?” These objectors 
saw the point at once. They dared not 
confess John as a divinely commissioned 
prophet, for to do so would be to con- 
demn themselves and own that they 
were utterly in the wrong.

Verse 6—“They be persuaded that 
John was a prophet.” To deny John’s 
heavenl¥? commission would enrage the 
people, who felt certain that in him the 
prophetic ministry — silent for four cen- 
turies—had been revived. 


Verse 7.—‘They answered, that they 
could not tell whence it was.” What a 
confession for those who should have 
been able to lead the common people in 
obedience to the Word of God. They 
attempted to take middle ground by 
neither affirming nor denying that John’s 
ministry was from Heaven, and in this 
they manifested their own lack, alike 
of conscience and spiritual perception. 

Verse 8.—“Neither tell I you by what 
authority I do these things.” It was 
self-evident that they were not ready 
to obey the truth; therefore he had no 
further revelation to make to them. 
When men close the heart to one truth, 
God does not have a second message 
for them except that of condemnation.

The Heart of the Lesson 


Jesus is Lord of all. In every sphere 
of life God has decreed that he should 
have the pre-eminence (Col. 1:18). To 
believe ‘in him means far more than 
to believe certain historical facts about 
him. It means to trust oneself to him, 
to confide in him in the fullest sense. 
And with this goes, of necessity, the rec- 
ognition of his authority. We confess 
Jesus as Lord, believing in our hearts 
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that God has manifested his satisfaction 
in his finished work by raising him from 
the dead (Rom. 10:9). Henceforth we 
are called to be subject to him in all 
our ways. Anything less than this is 
to disown his rightful claims. As he 
was Lord of the Temple of old, so now 
he is Lord of the temples of our bodies, 
which are to be devoted to his service. 
Our heart’s undivided allegiance belongs 
to him by right, who has bought us with 
his blood (1 Cor. 6:20; 7:23). 


Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


The Baptism of John. John was sent 
in the spirit and power of Elias (Luke 
1:17) to call the nation back to God and 
to prepare the way of the promised 
King (Isa. 40:3). In his baptism he 
separated those who professed penitence 
and self-judgment (Luke 7:29) from the 
rest of the nation who went on in their 
sin and self-righteousness, refusing the 
call to repentance (Matt. 3:8). Thus 
when Jesus himself appeared, they were 
not prepared to receive him, for they 
had rejected the testimony of his fore- 
runner (Mark 9:13). 


Jesus Weeping over the City. What 
a sad sight must any one of our great 
cities present to the all-seeing eyes of 
our Lord as he beholds them today! 
Beneath all the outward splendor of 
architecture, beautiful parks, schools, 
and great business houses, his holy eyes 
discern all the hidden sin, the selfish- 
ness, the unbridled lust, the vice and 
corruption, the hypocrisy and hardness 
of conscience which call as loudly for 
judgment now as the evils tolerated in 
Jerusalem cried to God for destruction 
so long ago. 


Applications and Summaries 


Have we recognized the Lordship of 
Christ and yielded ourselves fully to 
his control? 


We should ever remember that Jesus 
died, not only to save us from our sins 
and free us from judgment, but he died 
for us that henceforth we should not 
live for self, but for him who has re- 
deemed us (2 Cor. 5:15). 


It is a sad thing when conscience be- 
comes so hardened that one can go on 
defiantly, refusing to hear the voice of 
God, yet daring to justify himself in 
rejecting it. 

The Jewish leaders were men who 
loved to be recognized by their fellows 
as followers of the God of Israel and to 
be esteemed as those who honored his 
Word; yet they deliberately stifled the 
voice of conscience and refused to heed 
the voice that called them to repent. 


Psalm 118 sets forth the coming and 
rejection of Messiah very clearly. As 
the people, guided by the Holy Spirit, 
greeted Jesus in the inspired language 
of this Psalm, it was a challenge to all 
to note how literally it was being ful- 
filled.

Transparent to God.—When .. . he 
beheld the city, wept over it, 
saying, If thou hadst known (Luke 19: 
41, 42). Thomas Carlyle, in his great 
essay on clethes called “Sartor Resar- 
tus,” pictures his hero, one Herr Teu- 
felsdréckh, looking down over a great 
city. He is imagining what he would 
see if all the roofs of the houses were 
lifted. 

Ever since reading the book, when I 
have been high up over a great city, 
in building or flying machine, I have, 
like Teufelsdréckh, also wondered. 

What a dispiay of happiness and mis- 
ery; of hopes and fears; of joys and dis- 
appointments; of promise and despair! 

Teufelsdréckh could not see; he could 
only imagine, as I do. But the great 
eye of God looks down and sees all this 
and the folks themselves in every spot 
where Heaven’s creatures are gathered 
together. (Gen. 16:13; Psa. 139: 1-12.) 

Those who have to do with valuable 
paintings use certain “rays” to take the 
“roofs” off them, said “roofs” being more 
recent paintings over priceless master- 
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pieces. Well, God is responsible for 
that great mystery we call “Electricity.” 

It was God who that day was behold- 
ing the city—God who could see and 
know. And we have the surprising spec- 
tacle of God weeping. And never for 
an instant forget, it was love that 
brought the tears. That love for the 
world was to bring terrible suffering 
to him in a little while. 

“If thou hadst known.” If they did not 
know it was not because they had not 
been told time and time again, by 
prophet after prophet, and now by the 
very Heaven itself. 

Jerusalem of that day did not believe 
what Jesus told them any more than 
does New York, Chicago, San Francisco, 
London, Paris, Berlin, and the other 
great cities in this day. 

That ivy which climbs up over the 
old “worm fence” is poison ivy. The 
fact that Bill Wilson did not believe it 
was a poison vine, and he “fooled with 
it,’ did not save him from the worst 
“dose” of poison ever known in old 
Midway. 


The Defeat of the Lawyers—I will 
also ask you one thing; and answer me 
(20:3). When the enemies of the Lord 
Jesus asked for his “authority” for what 
he was teaching and doing, he neatly 
turned the tables by asking them a ques- 
tion in the matter of John the Bap- 
tist. 

The answering of that question “hung 
them up in the air,” as the mill man 
would say. So like the fellow upon 
the witness stand they answered, “I don’t 
know.” 

It is always entertaining to this writer 
to note the Master’s clever way of deal- 
ing with his clever adversaries. It was 
because his divinity went along with 
his humanity that he was able to silence 
those who would destroy him. 

To picture the situation, imagine a 
serious young man from some unsavory 
village of the countryside come to the 
city with reforms and attract a follow- 
ing. 'The smartest lawyers are turned 
loose upon him. Poor enthusiastic re- 
former ! 

When the Lord Jesus was a boy he 
surprised “the doctors” by his ability 
in the matter of his Father’s business. 
And, as we see, when he became a 
young man, the greatest Hebrew law- 
yers, probably the world’s champion 
hair splitters, met more than their match 
in the young fellow from the Nazareth 
carpenter shop. (Luke 11:42; Matt. 23: 
24.) 

The matter of taxes was ‘onttine the 
world in Christ’s day, even as they are 
in this day. So the smart Hebrew law- 
yers got together with a bright idea. So 
they probably said to Annas, 

“We'll get him, and hang him up high 
and dry between Jerusalem and Rome. 
Heads I win, tails you lose! ‘Sure 
thing !” 
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Yes, and if you remember it was a 
coin of the empire that spoiled their 
trick. “Whose is this image and super- 
scription?” “Czesar’s.” “Render there- 
fore unto Cesar the things which are 
Cesar’s, and unto God the things that 
are God’s.” And they “marvelled” at 
him. All three evangelists seem to en- 
joy telling of the smart lawyers “set 
down” - (Matt. 22:17; Mark 12:14; Luke 
20: 22). z 


The Way of the Lord Jesus.—Neither 
tell I you by what authority I do these 
things (v. 8). Our Lord never entered 
into any extensive argument with those 
who were against him or out of sym- 
pathy with what he came to do. This 
is a good plan for the Lord’s fol- 
lowers. , 

One time in California, the writer 
Mr. Sinclair Lewis invited me to visit 
him in his room at the hotel. 
book “Babbit” he makes his hero come 
to me to get pointers on religious activ- 
ities. 

While I was there he called in his 
secretary, saying, “Ridgway, Mr. Lipton, 
my secretary, was brought up at his 
mother’s knee in a Christian home in 
Brooklyn. They sent him to one of the 
New York colleges, which turned him 
out an atheist. I have been trying to 
show him a better way. Now, Ridgway, 
you are later out of the pasture than 
I, you argue him out of his atheism.” 

“Mr. Lewis,” I replied, “I never argue 
with an unbeliever. If Mr. Lipton here 
spent his years in a Christian home, at 
his mother’s knee, until he was old 
enough to enter college, I am not worry- 
ing about his not getting over his re- 
ligious mumps or measles. The Catholic 
Church says, ‘Let me have them until 
they are seven.’ Lipton, you will be 
back to your mother’s knee, and I am 
able to tell you exactly when and where 
the return will be. 

“I do not know whether you are mar- 
ried or not, but a fine upstanding young 
fellow like you, smart enough to write 
Mr. Lewis’ novels for him, will be ab- 
sorbed by some young woman. If you 
have now, or will have in the future, a 
home of your own, some unhappy day 
there may be a little white casket in 
your parlor, as there was in mine. When 
that day comes, Lipton, you will find 
yourself right back at your mother's 
knee, with the same faith you had as a 
little child.” 

With a big tear rolling down from each 
eye, and with a voice full of tenderness, 
Lipton replied, “Mr. Ridgway, you are 
exactly right.” 

A gentle touch of the heart strings 
is much better than a pounding of the 
head drums, and this was the Master’s 
method.

AY, fellows, in nearly every gang 

of fellows there’s a “Shorty.” And 
usually he is well liked; often he is a 
favorite. Short of stature, but stocky 
and well built, sometimes redheaded 
and freckled; always full of pep, and 
a good sport. He doesn’t mind being 
called “Shorty,” either; the fellows poke 
a lot of fun at him, but they like him 
and they wouldn’t for anything lose him 
from the gang. He’s a “real guy.” 

Now we have a “shorty” in today’s 
lesson, but he is exceptional because he 
is very much disliked. Worse still, he 
is heartily despised and hated by the 
whole community. The little runt has 
wormed his way into a job with the 
Roman Government. He is the tax col- 
lector, and he has both the authority 
and the power to “squeeze” the people 
for unjust tribute. He gets a large per- 
centage of this tribute as his commis- 
sion. He has grown rich. He heeds not 
the protests of his victims. He is “as 
hard as nails.” He grinds “the faces 
of the poor” (Isa. 3:15), and he causes 
the rich to squirm. Oh, this Zacchzus, 
how he is hated! His family is ostra- 
cized, but he doesn’t care; or at least 
he has hardened himself to it, for the 
sake of the money he is accumulating. 
He is a publican and a sinner. 

But a day came into the life of Zac- 
chzeus which made a complete change 
in him. He was transformed by the 
touch of Jesus Christ. Zacchzeus looked 
out of his office window and saw the 
excited crowd gathered in the street 
about some stranger who had come to 
Jericho. He saw those on the edge of 
the crowd gesticulating and talking to 
each other, much agitated. He saw some 
emerging from the crowd with expres- 
sions of joy on their faces; some whom 
he knew had been lame all their lives 
were walking without their crutches; he 
saw Bartimzus the blind beggar follow- 
ing the crowd, now no longer blind, but 
seeing, and praising God, saying at the 
same time something about the “son of 
David.” What could it all mean? Who 
was this person in the crowd causing 
such commotion? Zacchzus must see 
for himself. So he hurriedly locked his 
safe and got out into the street. But 
he was short of stature and could not 
see Jesus over the heads and shoulders 
of those who were closer to him. Then

he thought of that sycamore tree down 
the street in the direction the crowd 
was moving; so he ran ahead as fast as 
he could and shinned up the tree, until 
he reached a limb that would hold him, 
just above the roadway. Here the crowd 
came, and as they neared the tree Zac- 
cheeus for the first time caught sight of 
Jesus. I am sure that he must have 
been stirred deeply; but the big sur- 
prise of his life came when just under 
the tree Jesus stopped and looked up 
at him, straight into his face, and said, 
“Come down, Zacchzeus; I am going to 
dinner with you!” Suddenly the whole 
world changed for Zacchzeus; he shinned 
down the tree in a hurry and walked 


-home side by side with the King of 


kings as his dinner guest. And the peo- 
ple lifted their hands, in shocked piety, 
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exclaiming, He is “gone to be guest with 
a man that is a sinner”! 

Salvation came that day to Zacchzeus 
and all his household. Was he really 
converted, would you ask? Look at this: 
a knock at the door of one of the tax 
collector’s persecuted victims. Who's 
there? Why, look! it is Zacchzus. “Go 
away, I cannot pay any more; my chil- 
dren are crying for bread!” “Beg par- 
don, Brother Simeon, I have not come 
to collect more; but rather to restore 
to you that which I have collected 
wrongfully; and not only that, but I 
give you back four times the amount; 
see here, this bag, take it; it contains 
gold — yes, four times the amount —it 
is yours! forgive me; God bless you! 
good-by!” Imagine the astonishment 
and the gladness in that household. 
What could have done it? Only Jesus 
could change a man like that. 

Zacchzeus the runt has grown over- 
night. He has come (or is on his way 
to come) into “the knowledge of the 
Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto 
the measure of the stature of the fulness 
of Christ” (Eph. 4:13).

I 
knew of a boy who went off alone with 
his Christmas skates one Saturday after- 
noon. When he came back at supper 
time, his grandmother asked, “Well, 
Charlie, did you learn how to skate?” 
“Yes, Grammie.” “Who showed you 
how?” “I asked the Lord Jesus to help 
me, and he did.” One of the Psalms 
says: “As for me, I will call upon God; 
.. evening, and morning, and at noon, 
will I pray” (55:16, 17). 


There had been considerable excite- 
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ment in Jerusalem. One day a Man 
had ridden into town on a donkey, while 
people enthusiastically shouted, “Blessed 
be the King that cometh in the name of 
the Lord,” and laid their coats over the 
roadway. The whole city was stirred 
over the incident. The next day this 
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same Man had walked into the Temple, 
driven out the men trading there, tip- 
ped over the tables with the money on 
them, and warned that his house of 
prayer was being turned into a thieves’ 
market. Then the crowds gathered 
around the Man to listen to his teach- 
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ing while the ordinary teachers were 
neglected. Who was this person? 
The priests and Temple officers were 
getting jealous and spiteful toward this 
One who had come in and upset their 
customs. But the people were enthusi- 
astic, so the officials dared make no open 
trouble. A group of them, however, ap- 
proached him, rather gruffly, I imagine, 
with these questions: “What right have 
you to come in here and do these things? 
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Who gave you this authority?” As 
teachers often do, the Lord: answered a 
question with a question, “Did John the 
Baptist get his right to baptize from God 
or from men?” Now the priests were 
caught. They couldn’t say, “From God,” 
because they had refused to believe 
John. They couldn’t say, “From men,” 
because they feared that the people 
who believed John would stone them. 
“We couldn’t say,” was their reply. 
“Neither tell I you by what authority 
I do these things,” responded the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Would it have been any use for the 
Lord to tell them just who he was? 
No, he had tried to show them he was 
God’s Son, but they refused to believe. 

What other things did the Lord Jesus 
do on earth that showed his authority? 
(Matt. 8:23-27; Mark 1:23-27; 2:5-12; 
Luke 17:11-14;- John 11:38-45.) 

Who made the world? (John 1:1-3; 
Col. 1:16.) Did he, then, have authority 
over it and over those in it? Here is 
what God thinks about it — Philippians 
2:9-11. 

Do you obey the Lord Jesus? Per- 
haps you come to Sunday school every 
week, say your prayers every night, have 
good manners in company, and are smart 
in your school work. You think you 
are a pretty good boy or girl, but if the 
Lord should step into the temple of your 
heart, would he find some things going 
on there he would need to drive out? 
Are there hateful thoughts toward some 
boy? Do you sometimes cheat in school? 
Perhaps you “talk back” or are disobe- 
dient to Mother. Maybe you lie to avoid 
punishment for something you have 
done. “Why call ye me, Lord, Lord, and 
do not the things which I say?”

One in authority should be wise and 
strong, and considerate of those with 
whom he deals. Christ is all of this.

“Climbed ...a... tree to see.” Let 
us pass through the scenes of our lesson 
and watch this magnificent One whom 
such crowds followed that a man, too 
short to see him, climbed a tree in order 
to behold the Son of God. 

“Come down,” demanded the One with 
authority, “for to day I must abide at 
thy house,” and that very day, through 
the influence of his Guest, Zacchzeus 
reversed the entire direction of his life. 
Salvation had “come to this house” (Gal. 
2:20). 

“That I should reign over them.” “Oc- 
cupy till I come,” commanded a noble- 
man (personifying Christ) who “went 
into a far country to receive for himself 
a kingdom, and to return” and reign.

When the Lord Jesus “beheld the city” 
of Jerusalem, he could see beyond the 
walls, the bazaar, the golden Temple, 
and the dwellings, deep into the hearts 
of the people, and he “wept” because 
he could detect there the tragedy and 
sham. From his station by the Father’s 
throne he is “touched with the feeling 
of our infirmities” today as he beholds 
injured communities and hurt people 
who stubbornly refuse the offer of his 
peace, 


“My house ... of prayer.” “Into the 
temple” he went and “cast out them” 
whom folk might now call “hypocrites 
in the church.” Do we ever become so 
busy with “church work” that we neglect 
“Christ worship”? Our Master wants 
our undivided attention (Matt. 6:24). 

“By what authority?” Even unbe- 
lievers recognized Christ’s uniquely cap- 
tivating authority. They recognized it, 
and questioned its source (John 14:9, 
10; Isa.

The Young People’s 
Prayer Meeting

OR this and our next two prayer 

meetings we are to think about the 
Trinity, using as a guide that familiar 
form of the apostolic benediction which 
speaks of the love of God the Father, 
the grace of the Lord Jesus Christ the 
Son, and the communion and fellowship 
of the Holy Spirit. This week our 
thought is directed to the first person 
of the Trinity, God the Father.

To many young people the conception 
of God as a Trinity presents some diffi- 
culty at first, and so in the very begin- 
ning it is well for us to understand that 
this fundamental doctrine of the Chris- 
tian faith has come to us, not through 
man’s reasoning or speculation, but by 
revelation through the inspired Word of 
God. Therefore this truth cannot be 
perfectly illustrated nor can it be fully 
comprehended because our minds are 
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finite and limited, whereas the doctrine 
of the Trinity is dealing with the in- 
finite and perfect.

However, all this does not mean that 
we cannot accept and believe the truth 
regarding the Trinity. There are many 
things in life we cannot completely un- 
derstand or fully explain, and yet which 
we may accept and believe and act upon. 
Electricity and gravity cannot be ex- 
plained yet we believe in them and act 
upon this belief. Nor is it right to say 
that we can find in life no illustration 
of the Trinity. We may find several, 
imperfect though they may be, which 
show us that this great fundamental doc- 
trine is entirely reasonable and believ- 
able. St. Patrick in teaching early con- 
verts in Britain the truth of the Trinity 
is said to have used the shamrock with 
its three equal leaflets to show that 
God is three persons and yet one God. 
We may think of ourselves as an im- 
perfect picture of the Trinity, for we 
are made up of soul or spirit, and mind, 
and body. All three are separate and 
distinct, and yet all three are one. Each 
has its own particular function and field 
of action, and yet we are not complete 
if any one of the three is missing. 

God’s Word tells us that there is but 
one God (Exod. 20:3; Deut. 4:35, 39; 6:4; 
2 Sam. 7:22; 1 Tim. 1:17; 2:5, and many 
others). However, side by side with 
this truth of the oneness of God, the 
Bible uses plural pronouns in speaking 
of the one God. This occurs most fre- 
quently in the Old Testament, to which 
those who deny that God is three per- 
sons most often appeal. Read Genesis 
1:26; 3:22; 11:7; Isaiah 6:8. 

ye 

But the Bible also restricts this plural- 
ity to three distinct persons. Read Luke 
3:21, 22; Ephesians 2:18, 22; Matthew 28: 
19; Luke 4:8; John 16:13-15; Galatians 
4:6; Ephesians 4:4-6; 1 Peter 1:2; 2 Cor- 
inthians 13:14. 

Going beyond this, the Bible gives 
each of these three persons the attri- 
butes and titles of deity, bringing us, 
if we believe the Bible at all, to the 
inescapable conclusions that just as the 
Father is God, so also the Lord Jesus is 
God and the Holy Spirit is God; that 
each has the same attributes and titles, 
and that each is entitled to our adora- 
tion and worship and praise. 

Nevertheless, in this oneness there is 
also a distinction of persons. It may be 
seen in the fact that the Father sends 
the Son into the world (John 17:18); 
the Son’ sends the Spirit into the world 
(John 16:7). Or, expressed in another 
way, the Father wills, the Son executes, 
and the Holy Spirit is the channel or 
instrument by which the Father’s will 
is carried out. We shall see more con- 
cerning God the Father when we study 
next week about the Lord Jesus Christ, 
the Son.

New Year Birds

HERE are lots of ways of celebrat- 

ing the glad New Year. Some peo- 
ple ring bells, blow horns, and fire 
pistols. Others go to parties. 

Some of us oldsters, however, think 
we have a better way. We spent the 
last night of the old year in a little 
hostelry at Cape May Court House, and 
planned to start early the next morning 
to see how many different kinds of birds 
we could identify on the first day of 
the New Year. 

In order to get a flying start, that night 
we drove out into the middle of the 
darkest, coldest woods that we could 
find and tried to call up an owl. 

One of our party prided himself on 
his imitation of the sepulchral hoot of 
the great horned owl, and set it pealing 
through the dark woods many times — 
but with never an answer. Then I aired 
my sole accomplishment in birdcalls and 
gave the whinnying wail of the screech- 
owl, which is always answered if so 
be that little owl is within hearing, but 
again the woods were dumb. 

When we got back to the inn, we 
found a telephone message from the 
police department of a neighboring vil- 
lage. One of their officers, on a motor- 
cycle, had run down and killed a strange 
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bird, the like of which none of them 
had ever seen before. They thought it 
might be a penguin, but hearing that 
some bird experts were stopping at the 
inn, they wanted our opinion. 

We turned down unanimously the 
penguin proposition, feeling certain that 
no such bird of the Antarctic would be 
found at Cape May, and asked for a 
further description. 

“It has a white vest,” came over the 
phone, “and the funniest flat bill you 
ever did see.” 

“Razor-billed auk,” we all shouted in 
unison — and so it was, a rare bird in- 
deed, for the auks are birds of the North 
and the open sea, and only appear in 
our latitude in winter when blown down 
by some heavy storm. 

Daylight the next morning found us 
on our way. It was a perfect winter 
day. The sun showed like a red wafer 
through the morning mists and the air 
had a crisp tang that made one glad to 
be alive. All around us in the low 
country through which we drove, frozen 
pools showed like pewter platters against 
the dull gold of the marsh grass, and 
the holly trees were deep green, while 
here and there in the swamp were bushes 
of that other holly, the black alder, all 
ablaze with their vivid red berries. Once 
in a high tree in a patch of woods we 
espied a great patch of mistletoe, a rare 
plant in South Jersey. 

Before long we commenced to score 
birds. Perhaps the most spectacular of 
all our list was a bird we found in a 
little grove of Spanish oaks, moving up 
and down a tree, that patriotic bird all 
red and white and blue, the redheaded 
woodpecker. Never before had any of 
us seen one in winter. Winter-bound 
flickers are common enough, and now 
and then a red-bellied woodpecker ap- 
pears in South Jersey, but this red- 
headed woodpecker was one of our prize 
birds of the day. 

We had an unusually large list of 
hawks, no less than eight different kinds, 
including a magnificent bald-headed 
eagle which soared on stiff, steely wings 
across a distant horizon. Near him was 
a rare hawk, the rough-legged or black 
hawk, one of the largest of the hawks, 
black with a white band on its tail. 

One of the hawks we found in the 
dooryard of a little farmhouse which we 
were passing. On the porch sat a big 
black-and-white cat calmly regarding a 
flock of feeding English sparrows. Sud- 
denly they scattered like wind-blown 
chaff before the swoop of a sharp-shin- 
ned hawk, that swift, lithe little sky 
pirate. Back and forth he wheeled and 
circled but failed to catch one, as they 
took refuge in a near-by rose bush, chirp- 
ing and twittering with alarm. Through 
it all the big cat sat motionless watch- 
ing them placidly through half-shut 
eyes. In a bush not four feet from the 
ground we saw a big female Cooper’s 
hawk,

and British cultures. And to preserve 
that choicest strain of the national life 
requires that a great host of humble 
folk toil unselfishly, unremittingly at 
the noble work of instilling the Word 
of God into the hearts of our peoples. 
It is a patriotic duty that Americans 
and Britishers should teach the Word of 
God, since their true natiénal greatness 
is based upon that Word. There is, 
therefore, the glory of a noble patriotism 
about the faithful persistent ministry of 
Bible teaching. 

But let us move forward and think 
upon its soul-winning glory. We have 
in mind particularly the teaching of the 
Bible to the young, and that work has 
a soul-winning glory surpassing all other 
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Christian work. It is upon the youthful 
soul the Bible exercises its greatest ef- 
fect. The percentage of conversions in 
childhood and youth is far higher than 
in later years. We are told that 75 per 
cent of all conversions take place before 
the age of twenty and that thirteen is 
the peak age for conversion. Therefore, 
if we would turn many to righteous- 
ness, let us teach the Word of God to 
boys and girl. The most fruitful field 
for soul-winning is the Sunday school. 
With 75 per cent of the members of 
Protestant churches coming up from the 
Sunday school, it is evident that the 
church of tomorrow is the Sunday school 
of todsy. Teaching the Gospel to youth, 
then, is a work glorious in its soul-win- 
ning fruitfulness. Many people feel 
themselves greatly limited when it comes 
to winning adults to Christ, but any 
earnest Christian can win boys and girls 
if he lovingly and wisely sets himself 
to do so through Sunday school work. 

But perhaps the greatest glory of 
teaching the Bible to the young is its 
life-saving glory. Let a man of sixty 
be converted and you have a saved soul, 
but a lost life. But let a boy of ten be 
truly converted and you have saved a 
soul from sin and a life for service. It 
has been well said that had Paul been 
converted at seventy instead of twenty- 
five, there would have been no Paul in 
history. 

The teacher of a class of late teen age 
boys had in his class a lad who had a 
job as a shoe clerk. One day the teacher 
sought him out in the shoe store, pressed 
home the claims of Christ, and secured 
his decision. Thus did an obscure Sun- 
day school teacher lead. D. L. Moody to 
Christ. Moody was converted while 
life lay still before him, and what a life 
of soul-winning power it proved to be! 
Thousands found Christ through Moody, 
but Moudy himself was won by his Sun- 
day school teacher. Sunday school 
teachers: the Moody of tomorrow may 
be in your class today, and yours may 
be the glorious privilege of leading him 
to Christ! 

Let those who have left this privileged 
work to others, but who could and 
should be in it themselves, get their 
eyes open to its peculiar glories, and 
then place themselves at the disposal 
of their Sunday school superintendent. 

And those who teach half-heartedly, 
or are discouraged, must lift up their 
eyes for a fresh vision of the glory of 
their task, and then, patiently, thor- 
oughly, prayerfully press on. Let us 
put our best into this noble work, and 
leave results with God. Some day, if 
not here, then in the glory land, faith- 
ful Sunday school teachers will have 
gladdening surprises as to the fruitful- 
ness of: their toil that will more than 
repay all their labor of love. 

Let every Christian teacher on the 
spiritual battle front today say to him-

self, “The line shall not break where 
I stand,” and let him fortify himself 
with the assurance that “they that be 
teachers shall shine as the brightness of 
the firmament; and they that turn many 
to righteousness as the stars for ever 
and ever.”

When one thinks of what God wills to 
do through these agencies, which is not 
being done in this city of nearly four 
millions of people, tears rise to one’s 
eyes. How must our sympathetic Lord 
have felt as he looked upon Jerusalem ! 
Do Christ’s tears over a populous city 
mean anything to us? Pray for all the 
churches and ministers in your city.
